MOBILE PARKING METER APPLICATION - An application on a smart phone or accessible
via a toll-free number which enables a person to pay to park in a parking meter zone upon entering
the vehicle’s license plate number, a method of payment, and the duration of time parking is

OFFICIAL TIME STANDARD - Whenever certain hours are named herein or on traffic control
devices, they shall mean the time standard which is in current use in this state.

8 126-2. Authority to install traffic control devices.

—The Village of Cold Spring shall install and maintain traffic control devices when and as required
under the provisions of this chapterChapter, to make effective the provisions of this ehapterChapter,
and may install and maintain such additional traffic control devices as the Board of Trustees may
deem necessary to regulate, warn or guide traffic under the Vehicle and Traffic Law of the State of
New York, subject to the provisions of 88 1682 and 1684 of that law.

§ 126-3. Implementation of provisions.

-The provisions of this ehapterChapter shall be implemented by the adoption of regulations by the
Board of Trustees or an officer or agency authorized by it pursuant to 8 1603 of theNew York State
Vehicle and Traffic Law and § 20-2002 of theNew York State Village Law. Such regulations shall
be placed in the appropriate schedule established by this ehapterChapter for the recording of such
regulations. Such schedules shall be attached to and form a part of this ehapterChapter, and a
violation of any regulation contained in said schedules shall be deemed a violation of this

§ 126-4. One-way roadways.

—The streets or parts of streets described in Schedule | (8126-28) are hereby designated as one-way
streets, and vehicles shall proceed only in the direction indicated.

§ 126-5. Prohibited turns at intersections.

—No person shall make a turn of the kind designated (left, right, all) at any of the locations
described in Schedule Il (8 126-29).

§ 126-6. U-turns.

—The turning of vehicles so as to proceed in the opposite direction (otherwise known as a “U-turn”)
is hereby prohibited on those streets designated in Schedule 111 (8126-30).

§ 126-7. Through streets.
—The streets or parts of streets described in Schedule 1V (8126-31), are hereby designated as

through streets, and stop signs shall be erected at entrances thereto as indicated. All vehicles shall
comply with said signs._See New York State Vehicle and Traffic Law, Art 1, § 149

8 126-8. Stop intersections.

—The intersections described in Schedule V (8§ 126-32) are hereby designated as stop intersections,
and stop signs shall be erected as indicated. All vehicles shall comply with said signs.

8§ 126-9. Yield intersections.

—The intersections described in Schedule V1 (8126-33) are hereby designated as yield intersections,
and yield signs shall be erected as indicated. All drivers of vehicles shall comply with said signs.

8 126-10. Speed regulations.

—The maximum speed at which vehicles may proceed on or along any streets or highways within
the Village is hereby established at thirty (30) miles per hour, except that the speed limit for
vehicles proceeding on or along those streets or parts of streets described in Schedule VII (8126-
34) shall be as indicated in said schedule.

VEHICLE AND TRAFFIC

§ 126-11. Statutory authority; scope.

—This Article is enacted pursuant to the authority of § 1640 of theNew York State Vehicle and
Traffic Law. The restrictions herein are in addition to those set forth in Article 32 of the New York
State Vehicle and Traffic Law.
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§ 126-12. Application of Article.

—The provisions of this Article shall apply except when it is necessary to stop a vehicle to avoid
conflict with other traffic or in compliance with the directions of a police officer or official traffic
control device.

§ 126-13. Parking within marked spaces.

—Wherever a space shall be marked off on any street for the parking of an individual vehicle, every
vehicle there parked shall be parked within the lines bounding such space. It shall be unlawful to
park any vehicle across any line or marking of a parking space or in such position that the vehicle
shall not be entirely within the area designated by such line or markings.

§ 126-14. No parking at any time.

—The parking of vehicles is prohibited at all times on those streets or parts of streets described in
Schedule V111 (8126-35)

§ 126-15. Seasonal parking restrictions.:

A. No motor vehicle, trailer or wheeled conveyance shall be allowed or permitted to stop, unattended
by a licensed driver, or to stand or park, on any Village road or highway or on any town, county
or state highway within the Village during the winter season between dates and hours to be set
by the Village Board by regulation. (See Schedule 1X, §126-36.)

B. The purpose of this section is to facilitate the orderly and unobstructed passage of srewplowingsnow
plowing and snow removal equipment during each winter season.

8 126-16. Stopping and standing prohibited.

I Editor's Note: Seasonal parking requlations, originally adopted November 21, 1977, as L.L. No. 6-1977, were carried

forward into this chapter under the provisions of No. 2.1978 adopted September 12, 1978.
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—The stopping and standing of vehicles is hereby prohibited in the locations described in Schedule
X (8126-37).
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8 126-17. Parking prohibited certain hours.

—The parking of vehicles is hereby prohibited in locations described in Schedule XI

§ 126-18. Limited time parking.

The parking of vehicles is hereby prohibited in the locations described in Schedule XI1I (8126-
39) for a longer period of time than that designated. It shall be unlawful to cause, allow; or permit

or-sufferany vehicleregistered-in-the name-of or-operated by such-persen t0 be parked overtime or beyond
the period of legal parking time established.

When a vehicle remains parked for a period in excess of that allotted, a new period of parking
will be deemed to have commenced for purposes of constituting a separate offense under this
Article, and each succeeding period of time equal to that originally allotted shall be deemed to
constitute a separate offense. For example, if parking is limited to two (2) hours and a vehicle
remains parked in excess of two (2) hours, a new period of parking shall be deemed to commence
at the end of the two hour period, and each succeeding two hour period during which said vehicle
remains parked shall constitute a separate offense.
